THE “GETTYSBURG G IN ” 
OF RHODE ISL VMI 


In the State House at Provi­ 
dence, IL I., stands a relic of 
Gettysburg which i> aptly de­ 
scribed in the 
“ Rhode 
Island 
Historical Collections,” Volume 
XII, p. 53, by C. T. Straight, son 
of 
Sergeant 
Albert 
Straight, 
who figures in the narrative. The 
gun was given to the State of 
Rhode Island in 1874, by vote of 
Congress. 
The 
narrative fol­ 
lows: 
“ Battery IT, 1st IL I. Lt. Artil­ 
lery, Second Division (Gibbon), 
Second Corps (Hancock), 
left 
Taneytown, Md., about 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon of July I. 1863, 
for Gettysburg, Pa., 
and 
late 
that night bivouacked beside the 
road, three miles from 
Gettys­ 
burg. 
At 2 a. rn. on the morn­ 
ing of the 2nd, the battery re­ 
ceived marching orders, but did 
not advance until about 5 a. rn., 
reaching the field by the Taney­ 
town Road, and were at once as­ 
signed position in the 2nd Corps 
line on Cemetery Ridge.

Andorra is a Lilliputian entity, 
like San Marino, Monaco and Lich­ 
tenstein, all of 
whom 
have con­ 
trived to guard 
political indepen­ 
dence. They were deemed too tiny 
to be admitted to the League of 
Nations. 
France has long been regarded 
as the protector of Andorra which 
one cyclopedia calls “ a small neu­ 
tral 
autonomous and semi-inde­ 
pendent state on the Franco-Span- 
ish frontier and 
chiefly on 
the 
peninsular side of the eastern Py­ 
renees.” Lt has an area of 175 
square miles 
and in 
1900 had a 
population of 
5,500. 
It is 
sur­ 
rounded 
by mountains and lies 
mainly in an extensive and fertile 
valley. 
Although bitterly cold in 
the 
winter, 
Andorra’s 
summer 
pastures provide nourishment for 
flocks and herds. On the southerly 
slopes of the valley potatoes, fruit 
and tobacco are grown. 
Apart from 
the 
wealthy land­ 
owners who speak Frencg and send 
their children to be educated in 
France, the 
Andorrans speak the 
Catalonian dialect of the Spanish. 
A general syndic, with two in­ 
ferior syndics, chosen by the gen­ 
eral council of 24 members, con­ 
stitutes the supreme 
executive of 
the country. 
There is a militia of 
600 men commanded by twn offi­ 
cers, one designated by the French 
government and the other by the 
Bishop of Urgel, who shares with 
France the heredity protectorship 
of the suzerainty.

preparation for launching the major 
objective of its 1929 program, a 
plan for strengthening measures to 
prepare for relief, should disaster 
come. 
A revised edition of the manual 
“When 
Disaster Strikes," which 
sets forth the plan for organization 
for disaster relief, has just been 
issued to Red Cross Chapters and 
branches in ten thousand commu­ 
nities by national headquarters, it 
stresses the necessity for strength­ 
ening committees and plans for 
meeting emergency relief, and for 
surreys of all hazards in the com­ 
munity, such aa rivers and lakes 
subject to overflow, mines, muni­ 
tion factories, etc. 
In listing the 938 disarffers in the 
United States and its possessions 
in which the society has given re­ 
lief since its organisation under the 
international treaty signed in 1882 
by President Arthur, the Red Cross 
gives the three groups of calami­ 
ties appearing most frequently, as 
follows: cyclones, tornadoes, hurri­ 
canes and other storms, 231; fires, 
131; floods, 126.
